The Rev. Mr. Towne Tells Why He Wants 
the Famous Orator to Pay Him $2,500, - 
Boston, Mass., May 23.—[Special.]—The 

Rev. Edward C. Towne, the Cambridge 

clergyman who has sued Chauncey M. De- 

pew for services alleged to have been ren- 
dered him on the preparation of his centen- 
nial oration, is out in a long Itter giving his 
version of the affair. Mr. Depew, he says, 
wrote him of the peril he felt himself to be 
in from not having done anything in prep- 

12 for his centenniit oration. He ‘at 

the same time requested Mr. Towne to pre- 

pare such an abstract of facts or sugges- 
tions” as he thought would be serviceable to 
him on the matter. 

He says: Depew expressly said that he 
wished to make it a matter of business and 
to compensate me properly for the work. 
My letters to Depew will show that I at once 
and continuously advised him how I under- 
stood his commission, but for eighteen days 
he made no reply; and when he did write did 
not even hint that I was to stop work until 
over a month had passed, when he informed 
me that he had accepted from another ad- 
viser the view that a first draft which he bad 
written was good enough as it was. I did 
not demur to this, but merely suggested 
that he might perhaps revise, aud pos- 
sibly enrich, the oratuonif he compared it 
with my conspectus of facts and sugges- 
tions; and I frankly said that whether he 
used my work or not I must be paid for it. 
To this he made no reply for more than two 
weeks. Ifin giving me notice to stop, when 
he knew I had been at work more than a 
month, he had sent me even $0 he would 
have shown good faith, even if contemptible 
meanness also, but even upon my second 
letter gunning him he sent nothing, and toa 
third he replied that he would not pay any- 
thing on account of the work, but would let 
me have $150 for old acquaintance sake, and 
yet that only on condition of my signing a 
statement that on reflection I thought this 
entirely satisfactory. Why did he not send 
along his $150 after having made more than 
three weeks’ delay? He knew perfectly well 
that I had a good claim against him, and he 
tried by sharp practice to diddle me out of it. 
The amount of my claim was justly a ques- 
tion of circumstances. I have, upon an order 
for so many thousand words at so much a 
thousand, earned at the rate of $100 a day. 
Icould show good reason for charging De- 
pew, under the circumstances, 500, and I 
am advised now to sue for that. My mate- 
rials, adequately studied and used by him, 
would have been cheap at twice the sum on 
such a subject and for such h an occasion.” 


SWEPT UP IN THE FLAMES. 


Heavy Losses SuTered by the Housatonic 
Rallroad at Wilson’s Point. 

Nonwalxk, Conn., May 23.—The passenger 
station, freight houses, and immense wharves 
of the Housatonic Railroad at Wilson’s Point 
were burned early this morning, and the loss 
will be about $200,000.

Ves, said Mr. Hickson, in answer to a 
question, I had the pleasure of an interview 
with the Inter-State Commerce Committee 
in New York a few days ago and I en- 
deavored to supply ali the information which 
the committee desired to obtain respecting 
the position of the Canadian lines carrying 
United States traffic, and more particularly 
the Grand Trunk.”’ 

„Did you satisfy the committee as to the 
advantages to United States shippers of the 
routes for traffic through Canada? 

“That, of course, I do not know, but Ido 
know that I was received by the committee 
in a friendly and considerate manner, and 
afforded an opportunity of giving full ex- 
planation in regard to certain matters which 
I was under the impression were not clearly 
understood.” 

Have you any objection to stating what 
matters you more particularly refer to?’ 

„None. I explained that the Grand Trunk 
Company had from the date of the passage 
of the Inter-State Commerce law recognized 
that its terms applied to all traffic carried by 
the company between different States of the 
Union through Canada, and to traffic carried 
to and from Canada and the United States; 
that the company’s tariffs had been sent to 
the Commissioners, and any and all 
information which they had asked for 
had been supplied by the company; that 
as regarded the rates for traffic between 
local points in Canada the Grand Trunk 
Company occupied practically the same posi- 
tion as the New York Central Company oc- 
cupies within the State of New York: that 
the Inter-State law did not apply to the rates 
or arrangements for such local traffic in 
either case. Further, that it was my im- 
pression that the local rates in Canada were 
not higher than the local rates on most of 
the lines in the United States. 

AMERICAN VS. CANADIAN TRAFFIC. 

“To the statements which had been made 
by the representatives of certain American 
companies and others that the Canadian 
companies charged high local rates ana in 
that way recouped losses incurred in carry- 
ing through traffic in competition with the 
American lines, I had to point out 
that if the Canadian companies car- 
ried the States to States traffic 
through Canada at a ‘loss they would 
obviously be better without it, and that it 
would be a childish and foolish course for 
those in charge of tue Canadian lines to ex- 
pend their local revenues in paying losses in 
carrying through United States traffic; or, 
in other words, that the Canadian companies 
were not likely for the sole pleasure of car- 
rying through traffic to expend a part of 
their local revenues. This, to me, is so ap- 
parent that it has always been a matter of 
astonishment that such an argument should 
have ever been seriously put forward by any 
one, and more so that it should ever have re- 
ceived the consideration which it appears to 
have had in some quarters. 

“T also had occasion to refer to the 
statements made that the Canadian 
companies could rebill American traffic in 
Canada, and in that way make lower rates 
and evade the terms of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. This is an absurd. statement 
when it is considered that nearly all the 
traffic which is carried 18 subject to heavy 
duties in Canada, which would have to be 
paid if the traffic was unloaded, and that it 
would be again subject to duties when sent 
out of Canada into the United States; that it 
is carried in through cars, which are sealed 
at the frontier by United States officers and 
only unsealed when tney again reach United 
States territory; that in the case of the 
Grand Trunk it gives heavy bonds to the 
United States Government for the strict ob- 
servance of all the regulations prescribed by 
the Treasury Department in regard to this 
through transfer business, and a breach of 
these reguiations would subject the com- 
pany to heavy penalties, and, if attempted, 
could not possibly fail to be discovered. 

“The Grand Trunk Company has been car- 
rying United States traffic through Canada 
for between twenty and thirty years, and I 


believe I am justified in saying that during

THAT COAL MATTER. . 

“ What about the case recently before the 
Inter-State Commissioners at Washington in 
regard to coal coming into Canada via the 
Niagara frontier?” - 

“That isa simple matter, although it has 
been made the subject of a good deal of 
newspaper writing and some misrepresenta- 
tion. The result of the hearing before the 
Inter-State Commissioners, 1 may say, is to 
further establish, if that was necessary, 
Commissioners con- 
sider the international traffic carried 
by this company to be subject to the terms of 
the inter-State Commerce law. That decis- 
ion Was no sooner rendered than the tariffs 
of this company were sent to the Commius- 
sioners at Washington for this coal traffic, 
and the company has not been advised that 
these tariffs are not made up in conformity 
with the law. The coal referred to was for 
Hamilton and Toronto only, where the com- 
pany is suvjected to competition by water. 
Practically, the Michigan Central, who made 
the complaint. had no interest whatever in 
the business, and the Canada Southern Rail- 
way (a Canadian corporation) only a shght 
one. The low rates, I have said, were made 
to Hamilton and Toronto, to neither of which 
places can the Canada Southern or Michigan 
Central Companies carry except over the 
Unes of the Grand Trunk or Canadian Pa- 
cific. As a matter of fact I believe they 
were not carrying to either place. The coal is 
purchased by the consignees. We know noth- 
ing of their arrangements in regard to it until 
it ‘reaches the ends ot the international 
bridges in the United States.

THE GRAND TRUNK MISREPRESENTED. 

„Isa it stated in an interview published 
in one of the Detroit papers that the Grand 
Trunk Company had threatened, if the decis- 
ion of the Inter-State Commissioners was ad- 
verse to their view, that they would arrange 
to have the traffic delivered on the Canadian 
side of the international bridges and then 
they would be at liberty to deal with it as 
they thought proper, always respecting the 
Canadian law. I can only say that the Grand 
Trunk never made any such threat in a dis- 
cussion of the subject with the Michigan 
Central. We simply pointed out that it 
would be competent for the consignees to ar- 
range with the American railway companies 
from whom they generally purchase the

a half the original capital of which has been 
wiped out under foreclosure proceedings. 

THE RATES ON EUROPEAN TRAFFIC. 

„Reference was made in the same state- 
ment to the rates for Evropean traffic 
through Montreal. What about that, Mr. 
| Hickson ?’’ 

The inland rates from Chicago, for in- 
stance, to Montreal are fixed on the basis of 
the rates to Philadelphia. The ocean rates 
are made, of course, by the ocean carriers. 
A glance at a map will show that Montreal, 
whilst navigauon is open, is the natural 
port for a large portion of the Western 
States and the northern portion of the State 
of New York. The Michigan Central Com- 
pany was shipping traffic in connection with 
the Canadian Pacific through the Port of 
Montreal not long ago at low rates. Ido not 
know whether they are doing so today, 
but it can hardly be considered a ground of 
offense on the part of the Canadian railways 
that they afford access to the Port of Mont- 
real, and by their arrangements give to citi- 
zens of the United States satisfactory facili- 
ties for shipping their business through it.“ 

„What is the total mileage of the Grand 
Trunk system, and how much of it is in the 
United States!“ 

„The mileage of the Grand Trunk Com- 
paay’s lines in Canada is 3,119. The mileage 
of the lines leased, owned, or controlled in 
the interest of the Grand Trunk in the 
United States is about 985. The total cap- 
ital of these United States lines is about 
$46,000,000, and of the lines in Can- 
ada, including all the municipal and 
other aid received by them, $300,000,000. 
The receipts of the lines of the Grand 
Trunk system in Canada amount to about 
$17,000,000 per annum and of those in the 
United States to about $5,500,000. The pro- 
prietors of the Grand Trunk hold large in- 
vestments in many of the United States 


lines mentioned and they stand in the same 


position as other English investors in United 
States railway sécurities, who are estimated 
to hold, I think, 81. 250,000, 000.“ 

THE DIFFERENTIAL RATE QUESTION. 

“ You have not referred, Mr. Hickson, to 
the question of differential rates.“ 

„No. The impression seemed to prevail 
that these differential rates were only 
allowed to the Grand Trunk. Such is not 
the case. They were adopted to rectify ir- 
regularities in the conditions under which 
the different com panies have to do their busi- 
nees. They are in force on many American 
lines and are not a specialty arising out of 
the competition by the Canadian compa- 
nies.”’ 

„What about the advantages to American 
shippers of having the route ‘through Can- 
ada open for their traflic?”’

About 3 p. m. Deputy Coroner Eckhardt 
polled the jury.

The bloody trunk 
that he hauled away contained the corpse, 
not of a woman, as Woodruff wishes the po- 
lice to deheave, but of Dr. Cronin, 
Then the three drove away—Wood- 
ruff and the men whom de calls 
King and Fairburn. These names 
are fictitious and were given because they 
happened to be the first that came to his 
mind. They went to Lake View up Sulzer 
road, where Officer Way intercepted them 
ana spoiled their original plana, which was to 
bury the corpse and runk in the sand- 
hilis along the sh e drove up to 
Fifty-ninth street, then west until a dark 
place was reached, the body was dumped 
into that sewer, and the trunk thrown out on 
the way back to Chicago.“ 

A similar view is taken by Capt. Villiers and 
many other officers, while many who former- 
ly scoffed at Woodruff’s story now believe 
that he knows more about the case than he 
bas yet told. He still persists in the asser- 
tion that it he is restored to liberty he will 
give the officers valuable information, but 
deciares that he will say nothing so long as 
he is held a prisoner.

Woodruff was indicted by the grand jury 
yesterday on a charge of larceny as bailee 
in trying to sell the horse he hired of Livery- 
man Charles Dean. Woodruff was much dis- 
appointed that the detectives did not accept 
his offer to go out with them and -work on 
the Cronin murder case, and spent a ione- 
some day 1n jail. 

Dr. Patrick Curran says that a fourth per- 
son, name unknown, was present when the 
contract was made between Cronin and Sul 
livan. He says: 

“There is a point in that which is not 
generally known and which Dr. Cronin’s 
friends are trying to ferret out. ‘We want to 
find a large man with a bald head, who was 
present when the contract was made. 
He was not a party to it, but he may have 
sent there for a purpose and that was to post 
himself as to the terms of the contract, so 
that he could use them in deco%gag Cronin 
away. My idea is that perhaps Suilivan was 
imposed upon and induced to make his con- 
tract with Dr. Cronin, and that then the men 
who were using him for that purpose 
took advantage of it. At any rate we 
would like to know who that stranger is, why 
he was present, and where he went. We have 
worked hard, but can get no trace of him. 
Nobody seems to know anything about him. 
And yet tnere he was at that meeting, be- 
tween Cronin and Sullivan, without any os- 
tensible excuse,”’

WHO INSTIGATED THE DISPATCHES? 


W. J. Hynes’ Opinion as to the Most Im- 
portant Clew—Dr. Cronin's Papers.

Cronin’s friends who are mvestigating the 
murder were at the Lake View police sta- 
tion in the afternoon, but were reticent as to 
their movements. Mortimer Scanlan, who 
pursued the investigation into the secret 
sécieties, declined to say a word. 

W. PF. Rénd only said: “I know certain 
facts which lead me to think that I know the 
investigators of Dr. Cronin’s murder. The 
proper place for me to tell what I know, how- 
ever, is before a jury. I shall take advantage 
of the first opportunity to tell all before a 
jury.” 

W. J. Hynes was asked if the committee 
had employed counsel to prosecute in case 
the murderers of Dr, Cronin were found or 
to assist in the case in general. 

„J understand that Luther Laflin Mills has 
been retained,” said Mr. Hynes. 

Have you been employed as counsel?” 

No. I am acting merely as a friend of Dr.

* While you were attorney for Dr. Cronin 
did he ever turn over to you any papers re- 
lating to the affairs of Irish secret socie- 
ties?

A Question Some of Cronin’s Friends Would 
Like to Have Answered. 

There was some surprise manifested in po- 
lice circles yesterday when it was learned 
that Inspector Byrnes of New York had 
telegraphed here asking the authorities 
if they wanted a person by the name of 
Starkey, who was indicted a few months 
ago charged with bribing several jurymen | 
in the recent South Chicago City Railroad 
cases. Starkey escaped arrest by fleeing to 
Canada, and until the arrival of Inspector 
Byrnes’ telegram it was uot known that he 
had returned to the States. While in To- 
ronto Starkey had a good deal to say about 
the death of Dr. Cronin, and seemed to 
be more than anxious to have Cronin’s death 
associated with the National League. Starkey 
was altogether a disreputable individual and 
— never . any interest in Irish affairs.

What John Devoy Has to Say. 

New York, May 23.—[Special.|—John De- 
voy charges that he has been misrepresented 
in the papers throughout the country in re- 
gard to what he has said about the Cronin 
case.

REASONS FOR A SPECIAL ELECTION. 

I had sup that the oftener the 
could directly decide for themselves public ques- 
tions the more nearly a system permitting such 
action approached to a democracy. Each and 
every public question in a popular government 
wo be decided by the people were it not for 
the inconvenience and impossibility of their at- 
tend to other affairs; but the fact that 12,000 
voters in these towns within a few deys have at- 
tached their signatures to this petition indicates 
that they do not fear a disturbance much. 

It is well known that propositions of this kind, 
submitted at a time when people are in political 
opposition on questions of public politics, are 
lost sight of. Thousands of voters put in their 
baliots with bott. propositions printed on them. 
both for and against these propositions. 
peculiarly just that this question of annexation 
= be decided without interference or em- 


peop 

municipalities. to determine for 
selves whether they will continue 
kind of self-government or attach themselves 
to a great municipality. It is in a manner 
calling upon them to say whether they will de- 
stroy the form of government they have and as- 
sume a different sort of municipal government.

Its magnitude may be meas 
from the fact that it estimated at 
least $20,000,000 will have to be spent to 
carry out the 12282 of the act, and that money 
must be raised chiefly in the territory affected by 
these annexation p s. I could spend 
time, I think, pointing out that both the drainage 
matter and election of County Commission- 
ers at that time would seriously embarrass a 
proper determination of the annexation question. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

Even if I were wrong in the view that the act 
itself allowed the formation of a drainage dis- 
trict in one municipal terrigory, there are other 
munici governments, such as Maywood, Le- 
mont, Riverside, Evanston, and similar places, a 

rtion of which could be and probably would 
be included anxhow within the pro- 
posed drainage district. At the fall election there 
must be ten County Commissioners elected from 
the City of Chicago and five from the outlying 
portions of the county. If five of those Com- 
missionets—the country Commissioners, com- 
mouly so-called—should be noMinated from the 
territory that would be from that day voted into 
Chicago, what would be the consequence on the 
constitution of the board itself? For which 
kind of Commissioners will the le ot Hyde 
Park, Lake, Jefferson, and Lake View vote? Will 
it be for the city Commissioners or for the country 
Commissioners. If for the latter, then if these 
territories are annexed the same day that the 
Commissioners are voted for the new Chicago 
will be represented in the board by ten men. 
The citizens of a great portion of the new Chi- 
cago will have voted for fiye of the men who, the 
Constitution says, must bé selected from outside 
of the City of Chicago. 

Those are simpiy embarrassing features of an 
election in November that do not exist and will 
not exist at an election in June. It has been 
suggested that the annexation in June will inter- 
fere with the p of public works and im- 
provements, I find nothing in the law or in the 
statutes or in this act in nature of annexa- 
tion to support that view. On the contrary, 
there are express provisions in the act for the 
continuance of improvements; and, as was stated 
by a gentieman well informed on the subject of 
special assessment law, even in the absence of 
express provisions which do exist, that legal 
results would follow.

| imate trust company organized to facilitate 


the settlement of estates and to guard the 
interest of heirs should not be confused 
with the odious trustism which aims to cor- 
ner markets and establish monopolies in 
trade. Tue kind of trust provided for in the 
Crafts bill will be such in the true sense of 
the word and cannot fail to cut off much ir- 
regularity, fraud, and incapacity in the set- 
tlement of the estates of deceased persons. 
To permit legitimate, strongly capitalized, 
and thoroughly responsibie trust companies 
to undértake the work of administration will 
secure in many cases a great improvement 
on the present loose, irregular, and often dis- 
honest metbods. wed 

Under the present probate x ag Ihnois 
prudent and reliable business-men shun ap- 
pointments as admmistrators and rarely un- 
dertake such duties except for family rea- 
sons. The first requirament of an ad- 
ministrator is that he shall file a 
bond double the value of the per- 
sonal property of the decedent, and when 
an estate consists largely of stocks, bonds, 
ete., the requirement may be onerous. An 


* 


considerable time, its obligations are severe, 
and it is practically impossible for the bonds- 
men to keep watch over the doings of their 
principal. For such reasons competent busi- 
ness-men are reluctant to goon such a bond 
themselves or ask others to do so on tneir 
account. Where an estate consists largely 
of realty the difficulty may be avoided with- 
out great annoyance, but when the adminis- 
trator has to de@ with stocks, bonds, mov- 
ables, etc., the rule which requires him to 
give bond in doubie the amount of such prop- 
erty is often a serious hardship. Instances 
have occurred in Chicago where the appoint 
ment of administrators has been vexed and 
delayed for along time, and even the first 
step in the settlement of estates could 
not be undertaken because of the 
dificulty of giving the bond required. 
Not infrequently extraordinary appli- 
cations bave had to de made to 
the courts for relief in such cases. In in- 
stances of this character a strong trust com- 
pany will be able to give the bond. without 
difficulty. It will have charge of the prop- 
erty and can guard itself against loss. The 
high bond required for the protection of 
heirs will still be preserved, and an easy way 
provided by which it can be furnished. 
Women and minor children who are heirs 
to estates consisting largely of personal 
property will then be able to secure the 
prompt appointment of skilled and reliable 
administrators, and the bond needed for 
heir protection can be secured without im- 
portuning the friends and associates of the 
decedent. 

The advantages which the trust system 
for the settlement of estates will provide 
will extend. through the entire 
course of administration. A legitimate 
trust company of this character would 


} employ specially skilled lawyers and busi- 


ness-men, and by reducing the adialnistra- 
tion of estates to a system could greatly 
lessen the expense. A reputation for prompt, 
honest, and economical settlement of estates 
would be vital to such companies. Heid 
under high bond and with their reputation as 
administrators at stake in every case they 
could not afford to tolerate looseness, irregu- 
larity, or fraud. Adefaultin a single case 
would ruin a company of that character. 
Legitimate trusts of the kind proposed would 
na ve every motive to build up a valuable 
business by proving themselves faithful and 
capable. In fact they would secure business 
only by convincing the public that estates 
would be safer with them and more certain 
of just and protupt settlement than when in 
the hands of individual administrators. Sys- 
tems similar to that provided in the Crafts 
bill have been in use in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and other Eastern States for years 
and are highly satisfactory. With the 
growth of wealth in the West, especially 
| that in the form of personal property, a 
better system of administration is needed. 
Under the present system in Iilinois, faithful 
and vigilant as a Probate Judge may be, it is 
simply impossible for him to prevent great 
waste, fraud, and incompetence in the set- 
tlement of estates. The Governor should 
approve the Crafts bill promptly. It is one 
of the best measures adopted by the Legis- 
lature of this State for years.

VOTING ON SUBURBAN ANNEXATION. 

Jadge Prendergast has ordered that a 
special election be held June 29 to decide 
whether the Towns of Lake and Jefferson, 
the City of Lake View, and the Village of 
Hyde Park shall be annexed to this city. If 
the pretended friends but real enemies of 
annexation had any expectation that he 
would be convinced by their weak pleas for 
postponement they must have been wofolly 
disappointed. For once at least the office- 
holders were unable to thwart the wishes of 
the people. They will try to do it at the 
polls next month, but everything indicates 
that they will meet with a defeat there. It will 
be seen that Cicero was not inciuded among 
the suburbs that are to vote. This was be- 
cause there were no petitions presented from 
there. Those who had been intrusted with 
the duty of circulating them negiected tneir 
duty. They changed their minds. They 
were reasoned with by the enemies of an- 
nexation. It does not follow, however, that 
the western suburb will have to stay out. 
There is time enough before the formal pub- 
lication of the notice for the election to get 
up the needed petitions, present them to the 
court, and have the order made. There must 
be some friends of annexation in the town 
who will avtend to this, and not let the mat- 
ter go by default. If they wait till it be- 
comes too late to vote on the 29th the Jucge 
cannot be expected to calla special election 
for their sole use and benefit. 

It now remains for the annexationists to 
go to work and not be overconfident, They 
must bear in mind that in Lake and Lake 
View powerful influences will be at work 
against them. The tax-eaters, who have been 
making a fat and easy living for years and 
dislike to bejousted and have to work for a 
living, will bring out every vote they can,

THE CRONIN MURDER. 

The Cronin mystery is at least partially 
solved. The body of the unfortunate man 
has been found and completely identified. It 
is also established that he was most foully 
murdered. It is certain his body was taken 
to Lake Viewin the trunk which was sub- 
sequently found empty. The telltale evi- 
dence to that effect is unmistakable, not- 
withstanding the declaration of Woodruff 
that the trunk contained the body of a 
woman. 

The accidental discovery by the Lake View 
street laborers has cleared up these points at 
least, and now itisincumbent upon the po- 
lice authorities to clear up the rest and to 
bring the assassins to justice. It is too hor- 
rible acrimg to admit of any negligence or 
delay, whatever it may cost or whomsoever 
it may involve in running it down to the 
bottom. Only two theories have been 
broached thus far. One of these assumes 
there was a woman in the case, but there 18 
nota scintilla of evidence thus far disclose 
to sustain it. The statements of the man 
Woodruff to the present time are too contra- 
dictory to be worthy of a moment’s credit, 
and his trunk story, so far as its contents 
are concerned, is shown to be false. The 
doctor’s well known character, reputa- 
tion, and habits of life ali militate against 
the theory. The other theory—namely: 
that he was murdered by the repre- 
sentatives or at the instigation of some 
secret Irish national faction which he had 
offended or antagonized—is better sustained. 
It is known that the quarreis of some of 
these secret factions are exceedingly bitter, 
that Dr. Cronin’s life had been threatened, 
that he had more than once expressed his ap- 
prehension that he might come toa violent , 
end, and that he was in possession of the 
knowledge that some person or persons had 


| misappropriated money belonging to the 


Irish secret society funds, This at least is 
alleged. Itis known that he had no private 
or personal enemies and that he did have 
public enemies in these factions. He was not 
only amember of the National League, but 
was also a member of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians and the Clan-na-Gael, both secret 
and oathbound organizations. He had pre- 
ferred charges of malfeasance, treason, per- 
jury, and murder against former lea lers of 
these societies, and he was prepared to make 
charges of theft to the amount of $82,000 
against some of their members. Coupling 
these facts with the efforts made in Canada 
to throw the doctor’s friends off the scent by 
a series of interviews now known to have 
been “fakes,” it must be admitted that 
strong probability at least attaches to the 
theory that he has been murdered by persons 
or at the instigation of persons who thereby 
hoped to prevent the exposure of the theft of 
these funds. 

If this theory be correct, as Cronin’s 
friends claim, it should not be difficult to find 
the guilty parties, and they should be 
brought to justice if it involves the arrest of 
every member of these secret organizations. 
The man Woodruff, though he has lied and 
prevaricated, unquestionably knows more 
than he has told, and the police should make 
him tell the whole truth. No matter where 
the ramifications of this horrible business 
lead they should be followed up and every 
person connected with it, directly or in- 
directiy, should be exposed. That a man can 
be calied from his house, ostensibly upon 
business, carried away, and murdered to 
satisfy the ‘revenges of a secret association 
or even to satisfy private grudges or ani- 
mosity is too horrible a crime to be passed 
over lightly. The entire police ability of 
this city should now be directed to the estab- 
lishment of the cause of this dreadful mur- 
der and to the identification of the verson or 
persons directly concerned or indirectly in- 
terested in its perpetration. There should be 
no rest until the guilty assassins are brought 
to justice. 


MINORITY TYRANNY IN CONGRESS. 
Alarmed by the prospect that the rules of 
the House will be changed so as to prevent 
usurpation by the minority and enable the 
Speaker to deciare a quorum present when 
such is the fact, the Richmond Dispatch says: 


Isn't that 2 revolution? The Speaker 
is to decide for himself whetner there is a 
quorum present or not! He is to take the reins 
of House government in his o hands! He 1s 
to de the master ot the people's representatives. 
The Federai Constitution provides tnat a major- 
ity of each House of Congress shall constitute a 
quorum to do business; but thege revolutionists 

urpose setting the Constitution at naught. and 
eaving it to the Speaker to decide whether there 
is a quorum present or not. 


Stuff and nonsense. Any decision the 
Speaker makes may be reversed by a major- 
ity of the House on appeal. The Speaker is 
the exponent or voice of the majority and is 
wholiy without power to usurp authority 
and dictate to the House or “take the reins 
of government into his own hands.” The 
Speaker can do nothing except as he is 
sustained by the majority, and it is proposed 
simply that when there is a quorum present 
he shail state the fact so that business may 
proceed as the Constitution contemplatés 
instead of having the House paralyzed and 
deadlocked by a minority of obstructionists. 
It is not proposed to give the Speaker any 
arbitrary authority whatever, for his decis- 
ions will be subject to reversal by the major- | 
ity on appeal, but itis intended that he shall 
not be blindfolded but able to tell when 
there is a quorum present and thus prevent 
the deadlocking of the House by obstructioa- 
ists and filibusters. Such ajchange would 
stop minority tyranny, trickery, and abuse 
of privilege, and give the majority the 
authority and freedom of action which the 
Constitution intended it should have. The 
Constitution contemplates that legislation 
shall proceed when there is a quorum present, 
and filibustering has no support except in 
the absurd, anti-republican, non-democratic 
rules of the House. These rules are opposed 
to common parliamentary law and in actual 
conflict with the Constitution, since they tie 
the hands of the majority and give control of 
the House to a few filibusters and obstruc- 
tionists. Congressman Tom Reed, a member 
of the present House Committee on Rules 
and thoroughly conversant with this matter, 
has said with exact truth: The rules have 
abrogated the Constitution.“ They must be 
changed to prevent the seizure of power by a 
few members at the expense of the many 
and the consequent destruction of majority 
rule. i 

With a view to insure dispatch of business 
in Congress the Constitution provides that 
less than a quorum may compel the attendance 
of absent members, but, under the rules, after 
the absentees are brought in by the sergeant- 
at-arms they can sit mute and by refusing to 
respond to their names leave the House help- 
less. With a quorum actually present the 
record is made to declare the contrary. This 
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and folly have been tolerated so 


n power to compel 


the attendance of absent members is frittered 


away or rendered useless, and the Congress 


of the United States is frequently thrown 
into a deadlock and made to run a round of 
frivolous and dilatory motions like a dog 
after his tail, Instead of announcing the 


votes as somany ayes, so many noes, and all 


others “absent or not voting,” the Speaker 
should sée to it that all members actually in- 
side the bar but refusing to respond t their 
names are announced and put on record as 
„present but not voting.“ It may be impos- 
sible to compel a member to vote, but the 
record can be made to show the presence of a 
quorum whenever such is the fact, and thus 
stop the miserable trickery by which the 
House is left pretendedly without a majority 
of its members present and incapable of 
transacting business. Unless the rules are 
changed the Kepublican majority in the next 
House will be useless and the power of the 
body will be usurped by a Democratic ob- 
structionist minority. : 


THE AUSTRALIAN PLAN OF VOTING. 

Wednesday the House passed by the re- 
markabiy heavy vote of 119to 13a bill for 
the introduction of the Australian system of 
voting throughout this State, except where 
the Chicago Election law is in force. Prob- 
ably the vote wasso large because nobody 
expected that the bill would pass the Senate. 
A somewhat similar bill got through that 
body some time ago, and has been comfort- 
ably reposing in the Lower House. Of course 
a feeling of Senatorial courtesy will prompt 
the Senate to give this House bill a similar 
rest. 

In some respects the measure is an im- 
provement on similar bills in other States. 
It provides for printing the tickets by the 
State or county, and also that each ticket 
shall contain the names of all the candidates 
who are to be voted for. This would some- 
times make a ballot of enormous length, for 
on Presidential years there may be half a 
dozen parties or more, the nominees of each 
of which will have to be given in full. Con- 
fusion is avoided, nowever, by printing the 
candidates of each party in groups, so that it 
will not be impossible for the ignorant or 
non-English reading voter to find the batch 
he wishes to vote for. The name, residence, 
and politics of each man are given on the 
ticket, whereas in Australia, where-there are 
generally but two or three candidates, that 1s 
unnecessary. Here it will have to be done, 
or the voter who is not posted will never be 
able to find the names against which he 
wishes to make his X mark. It 1s also 
provided that there shall be sufficient space 
between -the names of party candidates to 
enable the voter to write in a new one if he 
wishes. 

Lasts of candidates when selected by nom- 
inating, conventions after the usual fashion 
will be certifiea to the proper State officer 
and he will see that they go on the ballot. 
It is also the privilege of a given number of 
citizens to make independent nominations 
and have them put on the ballot. The 
voting is to be private. The voting -shelves 
of the Australian system are to be provided 
so that each man can do his scratching in 
absolute seclusion, unless he cannot read or 
is blind, in which case a sworn election 
officer may be called in to assist him. There 
are aiso penalties for any one who 
shows his ticket or tries to find 
out how a man has _ voted. It was 
desired to put an end to the present method, 
where the man who had paid another $5 for 
his vote marches beside him to the polls 
and sees that he delivers the goods. When 
it becomes impossible for tne briber to learn 
whether the purchased vote has been cast 
according to contract he will quit corrupting 
the suffrage.

stances that no bill will pass this session. 


The next General Assembly having before 
it the experience of the eight States which 
have recently adopted the Australian system 
will either followin their footsteps or, if it 
turns out to be a failure, will drop the sub- 
ject. 


ADULTERATING GRAIN IN NEW YORK. 

The New York Bulletin describes the cereal 
year now near its close as one of blunders in 
the wheat market and falls into several er- 
rors in the attempt to describe mistakes 
committed by others. It tells of the ab- 
surdity of $2 wheat in Chicago last Septem- 
ber, in apparent ignorance of tne fact that 
the price named was only paid for nine car- 
loads, and that by a man who did it as part 
of the plan by which he forced a coterie of 
speculators into paying him $1.60 for each of 
less than 150,000 bushels. Nobody else paid 
anything like as much as $1.60 last year, nor 
did people pay over 81 till after the 
25th of that month. “The foolishness 
and harmfulness of such a specula- 
tion“ may have been perfectly obvious 
to the half dozen who excited the vengeful 
wrath of Mr. Hutchinson by an alleged con- 
spiracy to beathim at his own game, but no 
one else suffered, and the barrel of flour did 
not cost the consumer acent more because 
of that episode. Later in the season the 
market was bulled“ because of reports of 
partial failure in the crop of the Northwest, 
ana there certainly was not a prospect, as 
charged by the Bulletin, “ that the stock.car- 
ried over from 1887, with the cropof 1888, 
would greatiy exceed all probable demand, 
even if wheat should rule at ordinary prices.“ 
The truth is that even with the discourage- 
ment to foreign demand caused by advanced 
quotations the reserves of wheat east of the 
Rocky Mountains are reduced to a smaller 
quantity per capita of the population than at 
this date in any previous year in the last 
quarter of a century. 

One great blunder was committed in the 
wheat trade which the Bulletin has omitted to 
mention. Itisa letting down of grade on a 
vast quantity of grain that went to New 
York, ostensibly as to an export market, but 
was stopped there by the adulterating grain 
doctors, depreciated in quality so much by 
them that the foreigners did not want it, 
gradually worked down in price to a point 
far below that which millers were willing to 
pay Tor good grain, and used as a siedge- 
hammer to depress quotations in Great Brit- 
ain. The harm done to the grain trade of: 
the West by this dishonest course was and is 
incalculably greater than the profit unjustly 
made out of it by men who acted dishonor- 
ably, however high may be their nom- 
inal standing in a community which 
ranks its members by the number 
of dollars they own rather than by 
moral worth. It was the selling vaiue of 
this poor stuff that determined the price of 
“regular” wheat in the New York market 
and furnished some papers in that city with 
a standing argument by which they tried to 
prove that prices in Chicago were too high. 
It may be a sufficient reply to these sophists 
to say that the men who are claimed to have 
kept quotations in this city far above real 
values could only do so by taking all the 
cash grain offered them during the whole of 
the time, yet officiai stocks of all grades in 
this city are now less than 3,500,000 busheis, 
though some warehousemen have steadily 
done their best to keep more of it here for the 
sake of the storage charges. It may have been 
a mistake on part of a few men to bid 
in the neighborhood of $1.20 for wheat, bat 
the overwhelming that resulted was by New 
York wind. not Western grain. The specu- 
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the latter cared to buy, though they knew 
well the seliers had not the grain to deliver. 


As between these two sets of men there is 


no occasion for sympathy, but it is really 
true that the speculative rise in prices of 
grain that attended their so-called buying 
and selling made comparatively little djffer- 
ence to the prices which consumers’ had to 
pay for their bread. 


A TRIUMPH FOR AMERICAN DIPLOMACY. 
The prompt and harmonious manner in 
which important questions in the Samoan 
Islands complications have been settled and 
the good feeling which has prevailed 
throughout the conference are not only cred- 


Itable to the diplomatic ability of our own 


representatives, Messrs. Kasson, Phelps, and 
Bates, but will give the Republican Admin- 
istration a well-deserved prestige among 
foreign Powers, The conference 1s substan- 
tially at an end, and the general satisfaction 
its results give will tend to remove all pre- 
vious temporary irritation and still. further 
cement the kindly feeling which has always 
existed between the United States and Ger- 
many. Itis matter for congratulation in our 
own country that tne concessions asked for 
by our representatives have been granted. 
It is equally matter for congratulation that 
they are of a nature which will guarantee 
good government and the future protection 
and welfare of the Samoan Islanders them- 
selves, who have commended themsdlves 
lately to the sympathy and admiration of the 
world by their heroic conduct at a time of 
terrible disaster. 

The three nations in council have placed 
the Government of Samoa upon a stable foot- 
ing by deciding to recall the deposed King 
Malietoa as its head, to be assisted by a Cab- 
inet to be composed of an American, Ger- 
man, and English representative (instead of 
one representative to be selected by the 
three Powers, as Germany suggested) and 
three more members, to be selected by 
the Samoans themselves. The great ad- 
vantages secured for the Samoans by 
our Government will induce their represent- 
atives to act with the’ American in case of 
disagreement. The scheme goes further 
than this, for as soon as it becomes practica- 
ble it is decided to let the Samoans have ab- 
solute independence. It will also be for the 
welfare of the islanders that no liquor is to 
be sold to them, and firearms can only be 
sold to the Government, though it must be 
borne in mind they have a native root the 
effects of which are even worse than intoxi- 
cating liquors. A plan is also to be devised 
for settling the validity of land titles which 
will estop foreigners from grabbing lands by 
frauds upon the natives. Another impor- 
tant scheme, also of American origin, is a 
provision of the agreement which reéstab- 
lishes the right of the Samoans to levy du- 
ties on imports and exports so as to provide 
them with a revenue. 

These are the principal provisions of the 
new tripartite agreement. They constitute 
a distinct victory for the American conten- 
tion and are in the line of justice and dura- 
ble peace. It is satisfactory and encourag- 
ing that the three Powers manifested so 
much good sense and good feeling and that 
what threatened to be a serious quarrel has 
been averted so quickly and so easily. The 
future welfare of Sdmoa now seems assured, 
since it will be in the keeping of three pow- 
erful Governments, on good terms with each 
other, instead of being prejudiced any longer 
by roving, unprincipled, and irresponsible 
adventurers, and American rights are firmly 
established. It is a handsome triumph for 
the Republican Administration. 
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TOO LATE FOR THE BILL. 

When the session was near its close, with 
hardly enough days left to pass a bill, even 
if no one objected, a committee of the Coun- 
ty Board rushed down to Springfield to see 
if they could get through the Legislature a 
bill authorizing them to make a five-year 
contract with a superintendent. It would 
not be amiss if they had this power, but they 
were too late in asking for it and they must 
do the best they can without it. There is 
much that they can do. The various exam- 
inations into the condition of the Insane 
Asylum have shown that it is dreadfully 
overcrowded, that many of the attendants 
are unfit for their places, and that the food 
given the inmates is not always what it 
should be. Ferhaps, also, there are not 
enough doctors to look after the needs of the 
insane. The Cook County Asylum appears 
to have been run as such institutions were a 
hundred years ago, with some cruelty and a 
great deal of neglect. 

The members of the board must not feel 
that they can do nothing because they 
cannot do everything. Itisin their power to 
make more room for the time being if they 
wish to do so by clearing out a number of the 
able-bodied paupers who have been allowed 
to quarter themselves at the poorhouse and 
putting some insane there. They can see 
that the inmates of the asylum get better 
food and more careful attendance. If it is 
necessai y to raise the pay of nurses they can 
do it even after they have made their appro- 
priations, for this is an unexpected contin- 
gency which has arisen since they made 
them. They can also see that the insane 
have clothmg enough to protect them from 
the cold. It is unnecessary to run to the 
other extrems of clothing them in silks and 
satins and feeding them on the dainties of 
the market, but they can give to them a few 
of the necessaries of life which they appear 
to have lacked hitherto. 

Thus the overcrowding can be lessened, 
and the other evils can be mitigated at least 
while the present board is in office. What 
the ne xt batch of Commissioners will do no 
one can tell, nor need those now in office be 
worried about it. Let them do their duty 
and relieve this county as far as they can 
from the reproach cast on it by recent ex- 
posures, 
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SERIOUS Consequences are likely to follow 
the decision rendered by the United States 
Supreme Court a week ago in the case of one 
John D. Hall, indicted for making a false 
oath before a rotary public as to his services 
as Deputy United States Surveyor. The 


court held that a notary public, being a State 


officer, cannot administer an oath to a United 
States official, and the charge against Hall is 
therefore dismissed. However, as it has 
been a custom among United States mineral 
surveyors to make oath before notaries pub- 
lic as to the correctness of their surveys a 
question arises as to the validity of thou- 
sands of mineral land patents already grant- 
ed and as to the validity of thousands of ap- 
plications now pending. In a great many 
cases under the general land laws final 
proof was not made before the officer desig- 
nated for that purpose, but the policy of 
the Interior Department has been to regara 
such defects as merely technical, and where 
no other errors were found patents to the 
lands were issued. The ruling of the Su 
preme Court was made in a criminal case, 
where doubts ana technicalities have to be 
construed in favor of the defendant, but if 
the same doctrine is to be applied to Govern- 
ment land patents itis said that a hundred 
thousand cases will be affected in the min- 
eral division of the General Land-Office 
alone. Evidently this is a serious question. 
The Interior Department has asked the At- 
torney General for an opinion as to whether 
the doctrine of the Supreme Court in the 
Hall case will affect the validity of land

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH MEETING. 


A Session Held at the Grand Pacific, at 
Which Several Reports Are Submitted. 

President W. A. Haskell, Drs. R. Ludlam and 
A. L. Clark, and Secretary John H. Rauch of the 
State Board of Health are holding the quarterly 
meeting of the board at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
At yesterday's meeting Dr. R. E. Starkweather, 
the Secretary's assistant, made a report of his 
investigations into the causes of the second out- 
break of typhoid-fever at Concordia College, lo- 
cated at ringfield. Dr. Rauch also mude his 

uarterly report. He says the temperature for 

quarter 2 ended has averaged 2° to 5° 
above the daily normal, ana that the season is 
ten to twenty days early. One case of small- 
pox or varioloid was reported during the quar- 
ter from Jerseyville, but no other cases have fol- 
lowea in the locality. Scarlet-fever has been 
reported at Delavan and Ewing. At Fairburg 
sixteen cases were reported. At Lexington cases 
have occurred during the winter. Isolated cases 
have occurred in eight other towns. The Secre- 
tary said virulent oe had appeared in a 
haif dozen places. ferring to typhoid-fever, 
the report says:

It is possible also that pollution of 
the water supply contributed to the rate.

FUTILITY OF THE BUFFALO SCHEME 
TO FORM A COMBINE, 


The Association Cannot Regulate Freights 
Counter to the Law of Supply and De- 
mand—Fallure of Previous Attempts in 
That Direction—The Livingstone at 
Last Launched at Detroit—The Erastus 
Corning in Bad Shape on Poverty Isl- 
and—Tribulations of the Huron City, 


The scheme of combining the vessel interests 
of the lakes into an association to regulate de- 
murrage, tow bills, freghts, and kindred sub- 
ject, now being pushed in Buffalo, is but a re- 
vival of whet has been tried several times in the 
inland marine, and broken down at each trial. 
It was a quarter of @ century ago that the lake 
marine was organized into a trust, Known as the 
Lake Navigation Company. Nearly every owner 
of that period turned over his floating property 
to the company. receiving its stock in payment 
for his boats. It was a perfect trust, though the 
name was not known in those days. It ran two 
or three seasons and then collapsed. Its boats 
were sold off after the manner a fisherman dis- 
poses of his catch—so many in a string at your 
own price. 

Several subsequent attempts to regulate 
y freights followed. One was to have one agent 
do all the chartering, and in another the rates 
were fixed daily by the agents in solemn con- 
clave assembied. All failed. 

The glittering hope of overcoming the law of 
supply and demand, however, has led vesselmen 
to make another attempt in working together as 
a trust. No other plan will maintain rates u 
week, for if a vessel-owner's boats are compelled 
to wait for loads they must be paid for in some 
way, which means assessments on those who are 
benefited. No vesselman, however philanthropic 
in his nature, will lose money that others may 
gain, if he can help it. N 

The regulation of demurrage is now covered in 
ore contracts and is a legitimate subject for the 
Lake Carriers’ Association to handle. As for 
tow bills, the only way the proposed combine 
could act would be to run its own tugs, and that 
is scarcely practicable. The tug combination in 
the rivers is broken this year, and vessels are 
getting full benefits of their war as it is. At 
Chicago, Buffalo, and other ports a vessels com- 
bine would secure no reduction in present rates. 

The legitimate work of the new association 
can be better done by the well established lake 
carriers, and its trust features are either vision- 

or opposed to sound business principles, So 
long as every man who cun get a boat together 
can sail heron the,inland lakes a marine trust 
will be short-livea and djsastrous.

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| VAST SUMS FOR PENSIONS. 


NEARLY NINETY MILLIONS PAID OUT 
AND A DEFICIENCY THREATENED, 


The Appropriation of $80,400,000 for the 
Next Fiscal Year Declared to Be Too 
Small—twe Great Guns for the Navy— 
The Warship Boston’s Mission to Hayti 
~The Rush Ordered to Cruise in Beh- 
ring Sea—Other Washington News, 


Wasuineron, D. C., May .— The Pension 
Appropriation act for the current fiscal year 
appropriated $80,400,000 for the payment of 
pensions and $8,000,000 was also appropriated 
for the same purpose to meet a threatened 
deficiency, making the total appropr iations 
$88,400,000. This whoie amount will be neces- 
sary to meet the demands of pensionors, and 
it may be that there wiil be a deficiency, but 
it 1s said at the Pension Office that there is 
no truth in the statement that $105,000,000 
will be expended for pensions during 
the fiscal year. H. C. Bell, chief 
of the agents’ division of the 
Pension Office, who is intrusted with the 
duty of seeing to the expenditure of pension 
appropriations, says it is true that the 
$88,400,000 appropriated for pensions has all 
been drawn from the Treasury, but that 
more than $16,000,000 of the amount drawn 
outisin the hands of the eighteen United 
States Pension Agents with which to meet 
the quarterly payments of pensions which 
fall due the 4th of next month. It is thought 
that this amount will nearly suffice until July 
1, when the appropriacion for tne next fiscal 
poss will become available, though it 
s said that some of 


year, $80,400,000, is too small, and that there 
will be a deficiency of about $15,000,000. Gen. 
Black, he says, did not ask for enough money 
to prevent a deficiency, even on the basis of 
expenditures then existing. The pension 
roll is constantly increasing, so that it is evi- 
dent if we expend $85,400, this year $80,- 
400,000 for the next year will be wholly in- 
adequate. 

PRODUCTION AND MANUFACTURE OF FLAX. 

Since the recent publication of the letter 
received by Prof. Willets, Assistant Secreta- 
ry of Agriculture, respecting the existence 
of amachine that will take the flax fibre 
from the stalk without wetting, the mail of 
the department has been burdened with let- 
ters on the subject, shows a National in- 
terest. One of the letters received was from 
a manufacturer in the Northwest, who has 
invested nearly $100,000 in the business 
of flax manufacturing, which has pro- 
duced a deep impression at tue 
department. The writer says he has made 
two trips to Ireland and Belgium and has 
seen che operatious of the machine referred 
to in the original letter, and be confirms all 
that it claimed. He further agrees with the 
original writer that the country is on the 
verge of a great revolution in the production 
and manufacture of flax. 

Considerable interest is shown in the cor- 
respondence in the success of the experiment 
of growing flax more abundantly as a solu- 
tion of the difficulties and burdens which, it 
is said, are forced upon the farmers of tne 
North west by the Twine Trust. The letters say 


that the price of twine has been increased | 


by the trust until it costs the farmers a 
bushel of oats for a pound of twine, and 
they are clamoring for relief. Ia Michigan 
tne Legislature appointed a committee to 
investigate and report upon the expediency 
of introducing the manufacture of twine 
into the prisons as a means of reiief, but 
their inquiries developed the fact, Prof. 
Williams says, that the corner of the trust 
extended to the raw material itself. 

The department is considering, in con- 
nection with the flax question, the whole 
subject of the growth of fibrous plants, es- 
pecially ramie, hemp, and jute. 

TWO GREAT GUNS COMPLETED. . 

The Ordnance Bureau af the Navy Depart- 
ment has completed two of the ten-inch steel 
breechloading rifies for the monitor Mian- 
tonomah. These are the largest and most 
powerful guns yet turned out for the navy. 
One of them is at Annapolis awaiting trial. 
The other has been fully tested with most 
gratifying resuits, as it compares favorably 
with the best products of renowned European 
ordnance works. The muzzie velocity at- 
tained was 2,000 feet a second. The range 
could not be determined, owing to the lack of 
a sufficiently large proving ground. But it 
is estimated at ten miles. 

Soon after the contracts are awarded for 
the construction of the new 2,500 ton gun- 
boats preparations will begin at the Wash- 
ington Ordnance Yard for the manufacture 
of their peculiar ordnance, which is to be 
made up entirely of rapid fire guns of ex- 
traordinary calibres as compared with guns 
of this type now in use on our naval vessels. 
The largest guns of this kind will be six 
inches in calibre, but owing to the simplicity 
and compactness of their mechanism and 
construction they will not materially exceed 
in weignt the six-inch rifles of the kind now 
in use, although they are fully equal to them 
in range and accuracy, and are vastly su- 
perior in offensive power by reason of their 
rapidity of fire. 

THE BOSTON TO GO TO BAYTL 

The United States steamer Boston, now at 
New York. will be ordered to Hayti in a day 
or two in command of Capt. O’Kane. Secre- 
tary Tracy says the order is in pursuance of 
his policy of relieving frequently the vessels 
on the West Indian station when they are 
exposed to yellow-tever. He added that if 
any one connected with the State Depart- 
ment was going on the Boston he did not 
know it. Ofnhcials at the State Depart- 
ment were equally ignorant of an 
intention to, send a representative to 
Hayti. This has reference to a report 
that a commission under the authority of tLe 
State Department will sailin the Boston, in- 
vested with the power to ascertain and re- 
port upon the condition of affairs in Hayti— 
whether there is a disposition upon the part 
of any European Government to interfere in 
Haytian matters, and what, if any, action is 
required on behalf of the United States.

month, is now at Key West on her way 
north, and Commander Kellogg’s vessel, the 
Ossipee, now at Norfolk, is under orders to 
take her place, so that with the Boston there 
will be two vessels on the West Indian 
station.

THE PHOENIX MUTUAL LIFE 


A Move to Prevent ix-“enator MacFariland 
from Obtaining Control. 

Hartrorp, Conn., May 23.—[Speciat. |—The 
movement to prevent the trausfer of a con- 
trolling interest in the Phoenix Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of this city to ex-State 
Senator MacFarland of Philadelphia assumed 
a definite shape this afternoon in an applica- 
tion for legislative interference. Counsel 
for the policyholders and for the resident 
members of dhe Board of Directors went be- 
fore the Insurance Committee’and asked con- 
sideration of a bill transferring the manage- 
ment to the policyholders. This was favored 
by Insurance Commissioner Tyler aud op- 

sed only by counsel for Mr. MacFarland and 
or President Goodman of the Phoenix, who 
has given him the option of buy his 
( man’s) controlling interest for $510,000 
by June 1. The committee voted to give a 
formal hearing on the bill next Tuesday, and 
if favorably considered it will be rushed 
through the Legisiature next week. There 
is talk of an injunction to prevent any trans- 
fer of stock until the legislative decision is 
reached. The bili provides that the stock 
of the company may be bought in on benalf 
of the policyholders and ¢anceled. The 
President and Secretary are directed to pay 
for the same out of the surplus funds of 
$1,000,000 at a price not exceeding $250 per 
share, the stock to be transferred to the In- 
surance Commissioner and held by him in 
trust for the policyholders until such time as 
they may reerganize the compary on a 
mutual basis. Counsel for Messrs. Goodman 
and MacFarland claim that the Legislature 
has no right to interfere with the contract 
between them. 


Who the seatch-irish Are, 

CHICAGO, May 23.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The two correspondents whose letters concern- 
ing the Scotch-Irish question you print tais 
morning do not correctiy state my position. I 
did not say nor intend to imply that the 
- ya were “of Scandinavian origin.“ I 
said: 


“The Scotch of Ulster have caught some 
**tricks of Celtie speech, but they retain the red 
“hair and the big bones of the Danes and Scan- 
“dinavians who settied on the lowlands of Scot- 
“land in ancient times and stamped their char- 
“acteristics on the inhabitants.“ 

He is a bold man who speaks authoritatively 
as to the origin of any race of men, especi- 
ally when talking of the British Islands, which 
have been swept over by so many tides of migra- 
tion. Take Ireland, for instance. It was first 
settled by Turanians. Then oame the first inva- 
sion of Celts, who had become blended with 
Turanians while on the Cont nent. Then came 
purer Celts. Then came the Spaniards. Then 
came the Normans; also the English under Eliz- 
abeth, tne Scotch and English under James, and 
finally the Cromwellian soldiers, to whom two- 
thirds of the island were granted. It is a hold 
man whocan say he is of purely Celtic blood. 
Nor do 1 deny that an Irish tribe called the 
Scoti crossed the narrow channel and occupied 
all of what is now Argyieshire, in Western Scot- 
land, and perhaps more. It cannot be denied 
that the Northmen, Scandinavians, or Danes 
made extensive settlements on the east coast ot 
England and southeast coast of Scotland. They 
ruled from the Humber to the Forth. They 
found a Cymric race in the Lowlands. The men 
they euserfed when they did not kill them. The 
women they took for wives. Unlike many of the 
English settlers of Ireland, who lost their own 
language, adopted that of the natives, and were 
soon absorbed by the Caledonians, these North- 
men retained their red bearded individuality. It 
is their speech that prevails in the Lowlands. 
In Ceesar’s time the Germans were distinguished 
from the Gauls by their greater hight. That dif- 
ference appears even yet, when the average 
Scotch-Irishman is side by side with the average 
West of Ireland man, There are of course many 
exceptions. Sometimes an admixture of Spanish 
bl especially in the South of Ireland, has 
added ‘to the stature of the Celt, ell as to 

ve him a brunette compiexion wann black hair, 

lack beard, and black eyes. 

But passing by language, hight, hair, and all 
such outward sigas it cannot be disputed that 
the mental characteristics of the Lowland 
Scotch and the Celts of the Highlands and of 
Western freland differ widely. The former had 
enough Teutonic blood and logical brain m them 
toaccept the Reformation eagerly ana to be- 
come its stanchesi supporters. The latter gen- 
erally remained Roman Catholics and stuck to 
the infalnbdle Pope. The former gave up the 
clan system; the latter hung on to it until quite 
recent times. They are unlike in their ideas 
about things celestial and things terrestrial. 
Whence comes this. difference? I say it is be- 
cause the mental elementin the Scotch-Irish is 
Teutonic, and not Celtic. | 

It is idle to discuss the relative proportions of 
Presbyterian Scotch-Ifish and Roman Catholft 
Irish who were in thus country at the time of the 
American Revolution, American State and 
town histories will give the best.evidence on that 
poms. From 169) to 1740 the tide of Catholic 

rish immigration was to France. There the 
flower of Iris youth went to swell the armies of 
that country to fight England. Toward the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century, owing to the out- 
rageous English legislation against the Presby- 
terians, and also against the woolen, linen, and 
other industries of Ireland, the Ulstermen de- 
gan coming to this country, and they 
came in à2 large. steady stream up to 
the beginning of the Revolution, and re- 
commenced coming as soon as the strug- 
gle tor independence was won. They were 
not kindly welcomed in some secuons, but 
they kept on coming, and when the Rev- 
olution began these Scotch-Irish were loyal to 
colonial independence to a man. They were 
led by such men as Stark, Wayne, Knox, Mont- 
mery, Clinton, Armstrong, Stirling, Moultrie.

THE TWO INVESTIGATIONS, 


JEFFERSON INSANE ASYLUM AND 
HOME FOR INCURABLES. 


Dr. Clevenger Asserts That Patients at the 
Former Iustitutlon Were Bitten by Rats 
An Attendant Testifies That Inmates 
Were Strapped to Hot Steam-Coils— 
Arguments by Attorneys Wilson and 
Owen in the Home for Incurabies Row. 


Horrible stories were told at the Insane Asylum 
investigation yesterday. Tales of patients at- 
tacked by rats, of others found dead while 
Strapped in strait-jackets, of plots to murder 
would-be reformers, and of orgies of attendants, 
was the testimony submitted to Judge Prender- 
gast from the witness-stand. 

Dr. Clevenger when recalled said there were 
records now, buf that in 1888 there were nope to 
speak of. A reform in this respect caused a row. 
Dr. Kiernan. he said, gave orders to have kept a 
record of all bruises on the patients. This an- 
noyed the attendants. TheyJobjected to doing 
so much work and struck. The trouble was only 
ended when Dr. Kiernan discharged the ring- 
leaders. The attendants were the regulation lot 
of County Board employés—placeseekers for 
revenue only, the doctor declared. They were a 
brutal, heartless lot, after money and car- 
ing for nothing else, They would not submit to 
discipline, asserting that they had a stronger 
pull“ than had the doctor, 

Once,“ said the witness, there was a terri- 
ble time. Dr. Kiernan locked the drug-room, 
and for the first time the employés were deprived 
of their beer and whisky. They were furious, and 
the engineer said he would kick the door m un- 
less he was given his customary drinks. 

“The attendants were extremely careless about 
administering medicines left by the physicians 
for the patients,” continued the witness. 
Sleeping potions were the favorite drugs, and 
the attendants used them freely in order to keep 
the patients quiet.” 

“Did you hear of the case of Sarah Long?” 
Dr. Clevenger was asked. 

“Yes. She starved to death, She refused to 
eat, and the attendants, instead of feeding her, 
allowed her to lie on a cot for eleven days. Then 
she died.“ 

Do you Mo of the presence of rats in the old 
building?” 

“Yes, indeed. There were large rats and 
small rats, mice, roaches, fleas, and unmention- 
able vermin.” 

* Where were they!“ 

** All over.“ 

In the walls?” asked the court. 

„O, yes. In the walls and floors and beds and 
everywhere. I asked for fine-tooth combs, but 
the money was needed for whisky and we never 
got them.“

The witness said that these tarbarities seemed 
to be a matter of course and when reforms were 
inaugurated there was a great uproar. Dr. 
Clevinger said he received a mess to go to 
No. 568 State street. He suspected somethi 
wrong and sent a detective. The latter repor 
that there was a deep plot on the part of two 
toughs to entice the doctor to an out of the way 
place and “do him up.” Dr. Clevenger then 
continued his eulogy of Dr. Kiernan, saying that 
his kind heart and gentle nature prevented him 
from punishing a patient who had seriously in- 
jured him. ) 

Then ex-Commissioner J. Frank Aldrich took 
the witness chair and first told his recollec- 
tions of the examinations made by Commission- 
ers Scully, Jenkins, and himself into the 
birth of the child of the patient, Mary Vacik. 
Mr. Aldrich recollected that Vacik had declared 
to the Investigating Committee that ne had not 
visited his wife for two years prior to the birth of 
her child. 

Mr. Aldrich was then questioned on the man- 
agement of hospitals, a subject which he had 
fully investigated, His attention had been called 
to the hospitals conducted by religious societies. 
He commended the Mercy Hospital. St. Luke's, 
and the Presbyterian Hospital. There was also 
the Roosevelt Hospital in New York. All these 
institutions, Mr. Aldrich said, had proven suc- 
cessful, and he thought that the best pessibie 
vey to end such brutalities as were reported at 
Jefferson would be for the county to encourage 
such societies as the Sisters of Mercy ana simi- 
lar guilds in Protestant circles by aiding them in 
founding hospitals for the insane. Charitable 
citizens would doubtless help such enterprises, 
he said, 

STRAPPED TO A STEAM COIL. 

During the forenoon proceedings Attorney 
Frank Walker asked the court if the public in- 
quiry should go into matters outside of the 
asylum.’ He had been told that the publication 
of the reports of the proceedings might be preju- 
dicial to the interests of the patients. 

„I do not believe in excluding reporters,” said 
the court. “I believe egg ought to be 
allowed to go everywhere. hat is my judg- 
ment. Almost all great reforms in this country 
grow out of exposures made by the newspa- 

rs.”’ 

A discussion on the subject of the trials en- 
sued. Mr. Bliss said that where jury trials were 
in vogue the people did not Mant them, but that 
where there wére none every one cried for them. 

The court thought the trouble was that unless 
jury trials were had sane people were liable to 
be locked up. | 

Nelhe May Vaughan, a trained nurse, said she 
was sent to the insane asylum Aug. 15, 1888, and 
staid there until last February. She said she 
was first sent to Ward A. She said its condition 
was terrible. Foul smeiting lumps of fat pork 
were sent up for the patients to eat. The stench 
of this food was frightful, and che patients pro- 
tested, but without effect. One day, she said, 
they made an organized attack on the witness 
and the other attendanta because the attendants 
had better food than they. The stench in the 
ward was unendurable, she said, and the air from 
the registers was so foul that it became necessary 
to stop them up with rags and paper. ‘The other 
attendants were withdrawn and she was left 
alone with tweaty-two violent patients. 

“In the middle of November I went into the 
hospital ward.“ added the witness. ‘* There the 
food was better, but the smell was bad. There 
was a patient named Bridget Doyle who had 
been there for twenty-five years and who acted 
as an attendant. 1 found that this 
been beating the patients.” 

Dia you know of the case of a patient named 
Louisa?” 

“Yes, sir. I went into the bath-room one day 
in February and found the patient Louisa in a 
straight jacket. She was crying pitifully, and 
was strapped to the steam coils with her back 
pressed against the hot pipes. Great ridges bad 
been burned in her back where the pipes had 
pressed against her. The patient was taken to 
the doctor, who dressed her burns.“ 

“ Did you find out who strapped her there?” 

“Yes, Bridget Doyle aid it.” 

“Were there any other such cases?” 

“T cannot say. I know a dozen or more — 
tients were burned on the steam coils. 0 
asked for screens, but they were never pro- 
vided.”’ 

Another attendant, Maggie Leary, who is now 
in the asylum, said she saw many rats in the 
asylum. She did not think, however, that these 
rats were of so ferocious a nature as to eat the 
patients. The wards were crowded, but no male 
attendants haa any keys to the insane wards.

The report of the Committee on Conference 
on Fraternal Codéperation in Christian Work
